The Fallacy of Over-Protection Ex­ 
posed and the Position of the 
Dem ocrats Vindicated. 


C olonel W . S. H erndon addressed 3,000 
people at S anta A na on th e 25th inst., on 
th e political issues of th e day. 
The 
sp eak er com m anded th e earn est a tte n ­ 
tion of h is audience for tw o an d one-half 
h o u rs, and th e appreciation of his elo­ 
quence an d a rg u m e n t w as m anifested by 
th e frequent an d en th u siastic applause 
w hich greeted h im . 
H is speech was 
earn est, eloquent, forcible, logical and 
convincing. 
H e treated th e question of 
protection differently from th e usual m an­ 
n e r of d iscussing it. 
H is argum ent was 
m asterfu l, an d carried conviction to the 
m in d s of h is auditors. 
T he following is 
a portion of h is a rg u m e n t: 
“ U n d er th e direction of th e Democracy 
of your county, I have th e honor an d th e 
pleasure of addressing jo u on th is occa­ 
sion. So m any issues and questions have 
been presented and discussed by th e 
partisan advocates of 
th e two great 
political p arties, ap d th e inquiry lias cov­ 
ered such a wide field, th a t I fear the 
real issues h ave becom e obscured. 
In ­ 
deed, we have drifted aw ay from th e dis­ 
cussion ef th e principles involved in the 
contest, and o u r m in d s have been p er­ 
plexed w ith th e details of conflicting 
rates and schedules of th e tariff. 
T he 
■abject of tax atio n is alw ays fraught 
with in terest to th e voter. 
W hile he is 
always solicitous ab o u t th e am ount of 
the tax ex acted of him in th e support of 
the G overnm ent, h e is infinitely m ore 
concerned ab o u t th e rig h t a n d th e neces­ 
sity of taxation. 
I t was th e denial of the 
right to collect th e ship-m oney an d not 
the am o u n t of ta x levied th a t gave im ­ 
m o rtality to th e nam e of J o h n H am pden. 
T he patriotic citizen resp o n d s to ju st and 
necessary tax atio n prom ptly an d cheer­ 
fully. 
If th e ta x be u n ju st, or it is not 
required to m eet th e cu rre n t expenses of 
the G overnm ent, econom ically adm inis­ 
tered, it is no less h is rig h t th a n his duty 
to protest ag ain st its exaction. 
T he 
am ount of an UDjust tax does not m iti­ 
gate th e in iq u ity : F o r if th e rig h t to col­ 
lect a penny unlaw fully is conceded, the 
tax in g power of th e G overnm ent has no 
lim it th is side of th e arm ed resistence of 
th e oppressed tax-payers. 
T he question 
of taxation is one of su p rem est interest 
in th is cam paign. 
I t dom inates every 
other issue, a n d imperatively* dem ands 
th e m ost thoughtful consideration 
of 
every citizen. 
T he atten tio n of th e 
country is engrossed w ith th e subject, 
a n d its decision will indicate th e future 
financial policy of th e G overnm ent. T he 
D em ocratic p arty , in behalf of th e peo­ 
ple, w hose cham pion it h as ever been, 
dem an d s th e reform ation of the tariff 
system —dem an d s th a t th e burdens of 
tax atio n w hich w ere im posed to m eet 
the exigencies of a gigantic war shall be 
reduced to an e x te n t w arranted by the 
financial requirem ents of th e G overn­ 
m en t in tim e of profound peace. 
I t is 
m y purpose to-night to confine m y d is­ 
cussion to th e consideration of th e "tariff 
a n d its relation to labor an d taxation. 
T he R epublican party claim s 
th at 
th e 
real 
issue 
is 
not 
m oderate 
tax atio n 
as 
against 
h igh 
taxation. 
Such an issue is presented by the Mills 
bill, and m uch of th e discussion is lim ­ 
ited to th e conservatism of this m easure. 
U pon th is question th e Dem ocracy occu­ 
pies th e v antage ground. 
The average 
rate of im port duties is now 47.10 per 
cen t. 
T he M ills bill proposes a reduc­ 
tion of $4.51 on th e $100, w hich reduces 
th e average to 42.47 per cent. 
It also 
proposes to reform and correct the glar­ 
ing inequalities in th e p resent schedule, 
a n d provides a m ode of collecting the 
revenue th a t w ill dim inish th e burden of 
tex atio n and relieve th e law of m uch of 
its h arsh n ess a n d injustice. 
T he R epub­ 
lican party refuses to accept th is issue, 
a n d contends th a t th e issue lies beyond 
this—th a t th e in teg rity of th e Protective 
system is im perilled by th e M ills bill— 
that th e m oderate reduction proposed is, 
for th is very reason, insidious and d an ­ 
gerous. 
I t audaciously m aintains th e 
proposition th a t th e slightest reduction is 
a vicious a ttack upon th e system , which, 
if n o t repelled, will lead ultim ately to 
th e destruction of th e protective princi­ 
ple of tfie G overnm ent. 
Therefore, the 
proposed reform ation of th e tariff endan­ 
g ers th e w elfare an d prosperity of the 
country, and m u st be resisted w ith the 
-energy of desperation. 
T he Republican 
p a rty has m ade a new d eparture, and has 
surrendered its position upon th is ques­ 
tio n in_1884. 
I t th en conceded every­ 
th in g in behalf of a reduction of ttie 
tariff for w hich th e D em ocracy now con­ 
ten d s, and solem nly pledged itself to do 
w h a t th e D em ocrats are striving to ac­ 
com plish. 
I t now claim s as a m atter of 
rig h t w hat was conceded as a m atter of 
honor. 
H ere is th e plank of th e plat:orm 
in 1884: 
“ T he R epublican party pledges itself 
to correct th e inequalities of th e tariff 
a n d to reduce th e su rp lu s, not by the 
vicious and in d iscrim in ate process of 
horizontal reduction, b u t by such m eth ­ 
ods as w ill relieve th e tax p ay er, w ithout 
in juring th e lab o rer or th e great pro­ 
ductive interests of th e country. 
T h e platform of 1888 evidences 
a 
change of base upon th e tariff question. 
I t says : “ W e a re uncom prom isingly in 
favor of th e A m erican system of protec­ 
tio n . 
W e protest against its destruction 
as proposed b y th e P resid en t and his 
party . 
T he protective principle m ust be 
m aintained. 
T h e 
R epublican 
party 
w ould effect all needed reduction ot the 
in tern al revenue by repealing th e taxes 
o n tobacco an d th e tax upon spirits used 
in th e a rts an d for m echanical p u rp o ses; 
a n d by such revision of the tariff law s as 
w ill tend to check th e im port of such 
articles as are produced by our people. 
If th ere should still rem ain a larger 
revenue th an is requisite for th e w ants 
oí th e G o vernm ent, we favor the entire 
rep eal of in tern al tax es ra th e r th an sur­ 
ren d er an y p a rt of our protective sys­ 
tem .” 
In 1884 the Republican party conceded 
th e fact that the tariff law s needed re­ 
vision—that th e high rate and the in­ 
equalities were oppressive to the tax­ 
payers, and that the surplus revenue 
w hich was being accumulated in the 
vaults of th e Treasury was dangerous to 
th e business interests of the country. 
In 1888 it proclaims to the world that 
“ Our system m ust be m aintained!” The 
system is perfect, and the revision which 
it proposes to m ake “ will tend to check 
im ports of snch articles as are produced 
b y our people.” 
T he custom dnties 
■nail not be reduced to th e extent of a 
single dollar. 
T he present average rate 
of duty— 47.10 per cen t.—m ust be m ain­ 
tained at all hazards. 
If the tariff sys­ 
tem m ust be revised, th e doty m ust be 


I raised to th a t p o in t w hich w ill prohibit 
'th e im portation of such articles ns are 
m anufactured in A m erica. 
Such is the 
argum ent! of th e 
R epublican 
party, 
u nder th e financial policy for w hich the 
R epublican p arty now contends, 
the 
theory in respect of th e tariff w hich ob­ 
tain ed for a cen tu ry , th a t revenue was 
th e object, protection th e incident, of 
tariff legislation, m ust yield to the new 
doctrine prom ulgated in th e platform of 
1S88. 
T he R epublican party now con­ 
ten d s th a t protection has equal constitu­ 
tional au th o rity as th e power to levy and 
collect tariff d uties, and m ust be elevated 
to th e sam e position in th e future oper­ 
ations of th e G overnm ent—th a t th e col­ 
lection of a revenue to m eet th e current 
expenses of th e G overnm ent is not the 
sole purpose ol" th e taxing power of the 
constitution. 
T he protection principle is 
declared to be an econom ic policy of free 
popular governm ent, and will henceforth 
constitute an integral part of the p oliti­ 
cal creed of th e R epublican party. 
I assert th a t th e leading statesm en of 
both parties prior to 1888 have uniform ly 
adm itted th at th e present tariff schedules 
required revision, th e inequalities de­ 
m anded correction, the rates so adjusted 
as to conform to th e fiscal dem ands of 
th e G overnm ent, m any articles placed 
upon th e free list to the end th a t th e su r­ 
plus revenue m ig h t be reduced, to stim u ­ 
late m anufactories an d com m erce, to 
lower th e cost of th e necessaries of life 
an d to encourage th e in d u stries of th e 
country. It was alBo ad m itted th a t a rate 
could be adopted on im ports th a t would 
yield am ple revenue an d afford a liberal 
m easure of protection to dom estic indus­ 
tries. 
T he question of protection is now 
claim ed to be a g reat econom ic an d fun­ 
dam ental principle of our governm ent. 
I t 
is 
declared 
to 
be 
an 
“ irre ­ 
pressible 
conflict” 
betw een 
two 
lines 
of 
th ought—tw o 
distinctive 
m ethods of operating th e G o v e rn m e n t- 
tw o econom ic principles a t open w ar w ith 
each o th er, essentially different in aim 
an d result. 
T he political forces are m ar­ 
shalled for th e contest, an d each party 
claim s th a t npon its success depend th e 
w elfare and prosperity of th e country. 
T he R epublican party m ain tain s "that 
th e principle of protection is a distinct 
political force, separate from th e taxing 
power of th e G overnm ent, and derives 
its force an d efficacy from th e C onstitu­ 
tion. 
Therefore, if th e tax in g pow er is 
exercised for th e purpose of raising rev ­ 
enue, it m ay be exercised w ith equal 
constitutional authority to protect th e in ­ 
dustries of th e countries. 
I t declares 
th a t th ese tw o pow ers m ay be used con­ 
jointly, or m ay be invoked separately 
an d a t different tim es—th a t th e one does 
not depend on th e o th er for its force or 
its application. 
I subm it quotations from th e speeches 
of R epublican leaders to show th a t I 
have stated th e issues fairly and cor­ 
rectly. 
M r. B utterw orth say s: 
“ The issue is 
an irreconcilable difference of opinion 
betw een th e tw o political organizations 
as to th e wisdom an d justice of th e pro­ 
tective sy stem .” 
Speaking to th e D em ­ 
ocratic party, h e s a y s : 
“ Y ou assert th a t 
to levy a d uty on im ports, except for the 
purpose of raising needed revenue, is at 
once 
unconstitutional, 
unw ise, un ju st 
and indefensible, while w e assert the e x ­ 
act reverse, insisting th a t n ot only m ay 
duties be levied w ith reference to rev­ 
enue, b u t w ith reference to th e protec­ 
tion of our hom e in d u stries as well. 
It 
follows, therefore, th at th e political p ar­ 
ties divide on th e wisdom of protection 
as an econom ic policy.” 
T hom as B. R eed say s: 
“ T he rev 
enue 
reform arg u m en t 
is eith er 
a 
false 
pretense 
or covers 
the 
whole 
ground. 
Protection 
is 
eith er 
in 
its 
essence 
a 
benefit or a curse. 
In ci­ 
dental protection is a sh a m .’’ 
M r. Burrows s a y s : “ O ur tariff on im ­ 
ports is to-day confessedly protective, in 
th a t it is levied not w ith á view to raising 
"rev en u e only,” but to protect A m erican 
labor and protect A m erican industries. 
T he R epublican party believes in a pro­ 
tective tariff; th a t in im posing duties 
upon im poits, revenue is not th e only 
consideration. It insists th a t our present 
protective system shall n ot be d isturbed, 
except so far as it m ay be necessary to 
correct its incongruities an d to harm o n ­ 
ize its provisions.” 
G eneral H arrison, in his letter of ac­ 
ceptance, say s: “ The issue can not he 
obsGiired. 
It is not a contest betw een 
schedules, b u t betw een wide ap art p rin­ 
ciples. 
T he R epublican p arty holds th a t 
a protective 
tariff 
is 
constitutional, 
w holesom e an d necessary. 
W e do not 
offer a fixed schedule, b u t a principle.” 
T he expressions prove th a t th e R epub­ 
lican party advocates th e m aintenance 
of th e high protective system under the 
sanction of the organic law of th e land— 
th at it is a power w hich C ongress ought 
to exercise for th e benefit of hom e indus­ 
tries. 
T he 
D em ocratic 
party 
cepts 
th e 
issue 
tendered * w ith 
alacrity, 
and 
boldly 
denies . th at 
the 
C onstitution 
authorizes 
the 
levy and collection of a revenue in excess 
of an am ount required to m eet th e cur­ 
ren t expenses of th e G overnm ent, hon­ 
estly a n d econom ically adm inistered. 
I t 
affirm s 
th a t 
th e 
tax in g 
pow- 
of 
th e 
G overnm ent 
can 
be 
law fully exercised only for public p u r­ 
poses. It concedes to “ in fan t in d u stries” 
only th a t protection w hich resu lts inci­ 
d en tally from the m ethods em ployed to 
levy and collect th e revenue for tile sup­ 
port of th e G overnm ent. 
W hile it de­ 
clares th a t th e prim ary object of a tariff 
is revenue, it favors an adju stm en t that, 
will afford th e greatest possible benefit 
to hom e industries. 
R evenue is th e ob­ 
ject, protection is th e in cident of tariff 
legislation. 
T he D em ocratic p arty advo­ 
cates th is conservative system of ta x a ­ 
tion for th e reason th at it affords equal 
a n d ex act justice to all, and m akes im ­ 
possible vicious class legislation w hich is 
so justly obnoxious to tho genius of Re 
punlican institutions. 
Tho pow er to 
levy a n d collect taxes is derived from 
section 8, of A rt. 1 of th e C onstitution, 
w hich says : 
Congress shall h ave pow er “ to lay an d 
collect taxes, duties, impostB an d excises 
to pay th e deb ts an d provide for the 
com m on defence and general w elfare of 
th e U nited S tates.” 
C ongress h as no pow er to levy a rate 
of d uty so high as to p ro h ib it th e im por­ 
tation of articles of com m erce, for the 
obvious reason th a t it w ould p revent the 
collection of a revenue in th e way pro­ 
vided by th e C onstituion for th e support 
of th e G overnm ent. 
I t follows as a logi­ 
cal necessity th a t th e revenue derived 
from taxation for a public purpose can­ 
not be law fully used to foster th e Interest 
of one class of citizens at th e expense of 
the m ajority. 
Such a financial policy is 
abhorrent to th e theory upon w hich able 
R epublican governm ents are opposed to 
be founded—the greatest good to th e 
g reatest number. 
The plank of the Democratic platform 
of 1884, reaffirmed and adopted in 1888, 
says 
T he Democratic party is pledged to 
revise the tariff in a spirit of fairness to 
all interests. 
But in making reduction 
in taxes it is not proposed to injure any 
dom estic industries, but rather to pro­ 
mote their healthy growth. 
President Cleveland, in his Tariff M es­ 
sage to Congress, sa y s: 
“ It is a condi­ 
tion which confronts us—not a theory. 


Relief irom th is condition m ay involve a 
slight reduction of th e ad v an tag es which 
we aw ard o u r hom e productions, b u t the 
entire w ithdraw al of such advantages 
should nut bo contem plated. 
T he ques­ 
tion of free trad e is absolutely irre le v a n t; 
aud the persistant claim m ade in certain 
quarters, th a t all efforts to relieve the 
people from u n ju st a n d unnecessary tax­ 
ation are schem es of so-called free tra d ­ 
ers, is m ischievous and far rem oved from 
any consideration for th e public good. 
“ The sim ple and plain duty w hich we 
owe th e people is to reduce tax atio n to 
th e necessary expenses of an econom ical 
operation of th e G overnm ent. 
“ U nnecessary tax atio n is u n ju st tax a ­ 
tion. 
A nd y e t th is is our condition. 
We 
are an n u ally collecting a t our custom 
houses a n d by m eans of o u r internal 
revenue tax atio n m any m illions in ex- 
:ss of all legitim ate public n e e d s.” 
T hese u tteran ces show th a t th e Demo­ 
cratic party h a s pledged itself to revise 
th e ta riff in a Bpirit of fairnesB to every 
interest in v o lv e d ; to reduce taxation to 
the actual needs of th e G o v ern m en t; to 
adm inister th e affairs of th e G overnm ent 
w ith rig id econom y and scrupulous li 
delity . 
W hen a tariff du ty becom es p ro h ib i­ 
tory th e G overn m en t is d ep riv ed of its 
legitim ate revenue, a u d th e consum er of 
au article of dom estic m an u factu re m ust 
pay a price enhanced by reason of th e 
tariff to th e protected m anufacturer. 
Such a condition m akes possible th e 
ex isten ce 
of 
tru sts, m onopolies 
and 
com binations by w hich th e value of com 
m odities is artificially raised, to th e in­ 
jury of 
th e consum ers. 
U nder the 
present tariff legislation it is n o t possible 
to su ppress these conspiracies. 
They 
h ave too frequently eluded th e vigilance 
an d scru tin y of th e courts. 
Mo m an 
w ho is not b linded by p artisan prejudice 
w ill d en y th a t th e tariff system as it 
stan d s to-day is a flagrant violation of 
th e sp irit, if it be not offensive to the 
letter, of th e U n ited S tates Suprem e 
C ourt (20 W al. 655). 
H e say s: 
"T o lay w ith one h a n d th e power of 
th e G overn m en t on th e property of th e 
citizen, a u d , w ith th e other, to bestow it 
upon favored indivi luals, to aid private 
en terp rises an d built! up private fortunes, 
is none th e less rc 'bery because it is 
done u n d e r th e form s of law an d is 
called legislation. 
It is a decree under 
legislative form s.” 
T he cau d id m ind w ill be slow to ad m it 
th a t C ongress has 
th e constitutional 
authority to levy a tariff d uty th a t will 
“ check im ports and protect hom e man* 
factu res,” au d 
D o t for th e purpose o f 
raising a revenue. 
Ju d g e C ooley, in h is P rinciples of C on­ 
stitutional L aw , page 57, say s: 
“ C o n stitu tio n ally a tax can have no 
o th er b asis th a n th e raising of a revenue 
for public purposes, an d w hatever gov­ 
ern m en tal exaction h as n o t th is basis is 
ty ran n ical an d unlaw iul. 
A tax on im ­ 
ports, therefore, th e purpose of w hich is 
not to raise a revenue, b u t to discourage 
a n d indirectly prohibit som e particular 
im port for th e benefit of som e hom e m an­ 
ufacture, m ay well be questioned as be­ 
ing m ere colorable, and th erefo re not 
w arran ted by consiitutional principies.” 
T he R epublican party im periously de­ 
m ands in behalf of th e system of protec­ 
tion w hich th is great constitutional law ­ 
yer (w ho is a R epublican) says cannot 
be law fully done under th e sanction of 
of th e C onstitution. T he R epublican 
{ 
>arty, in its desperate effort to regain its 
ost pow er and prestige, boldly advocates 
a financial policy w hich w antonly vio­ 
lates th e fundam ental principles of the 
G overnm ent. 
M r. T idm an, L im itations 
of Police Pow er, Sec. 41, says : 
“ I t w ould be as constitutional for a 
State to p rohibit one class of citizens 
from trad in g w ith an o th er as it is for the 
U nited State* to p ro h ib it, totally or p ar­ 
tially , th e dealing of citizens w ith for­ 
eign countries. 
It is a p art of th e civil 
liberty of a citizen of a constitutional 
State to b e perm itted to h ave business 
relations w ith w hom h e pleases. 
Even 
though a protective tariff does not com ­ 
pel th e consum er to pay m ore for the 
hom e products th an he w ould have to 
pay for th e foreign articles in th e ab ­ 
sence of a protective tariff an d th e hom e 
products w ere of th e sam e value and in­ 
trinsic m erit, protection is unconstitu­ 
tional, because it interferes w ith th e 
civil lib erty of th e citizen w hen he is not 
th reaten in g any evil to th e public. 
B ut 
protective tariffs are usually needed, 
eith er because it is im possible to m anu­ 
facture th e hom e products as cheaply, or 
because th ey are of an inferior character. 
H ence th e consum er is m ade to pay m ore 
for h is goods, and th e tariff furtherm ore 
deprives him of h is property w ithout due 
process of law .” 
T he tariff w hich prohibits th e im porta­ 
tion o f foreign com m odities not only de­ 
prives th e G overnm ent of its revenue, 
b ut gives th e hom e m anufacturer an op­ 
portunity to ex act a price for his articles 
above a legitim ate profit. T he consum er 
is forced to patronize a m ark et artificially 
inflated. 
T he purchasing pow er of his 
m oney is dim inished by legislation w hich 
can not be defended successfully in th e 
forum of reason, justice or conscience. 
H e is despoiled of h is property. 
I t is 
bestow ed upon “ favored in d iv id u als;” it 
is given in aid of “ private en terp rises” 
and to th e upbuilding of “ private for­ 
tu n es.” E v ery citizen is en titled to the 
selfsam e consideration, an d th at G ov­ 
ern m en t w hich confers a benefit upon 
one class of citizens a t thq expense of 
others is vicious and oppressive. 
T hat 
G overnm ent w hich gives its subjects 
fresh scope for th e pursuit of business 
avocations, u ntram m eled by p artial and 
unjust legislation, is to be com m ended. 
T he D em ocratic party h as opposed every 
species of class legislation. 
T he S uprem e C ourt of M ichigan, Vol. 
X X , page 452, s a y s : 
“ By com m on consent also a large p o r­ 
tion of th e m ost u rgent needs of society 
is relegated exclusively to th e law of de­ 
m and an d supply. 
I t ’ is th is in its n at­ 
ural operation, an d w ithout th e inter­ 
ference of G overnm ent, th a t gives us the 
proper proportion of tillers of th e soil, 
artisans, m anufacturers, m erch an ts and 
professional m en, an d th a t determ ines 
when and w here they sh all give to soci­ 
ety th e benefits of th eir p articular ser­ 
vices. 
H ow ever great the need in the 
direction of any particular calling, th e 
interference of th e G overnm ent is not 
tolerated because, though it m ig h t be 
supplying a public w ant, it is considered 
as in vading th e dom ain th a t belongs ex ­ 
clusively to private inclination an d en­ 
terp rise.” 
The Republican party, in its effort to 
vindicate the 
system ’ of 
protection, 
claim s that 
the 
benefits 
which re­ 
sult 
from 
such 
legislation 
amply 
justify th e 
principle. 
The 
Supreme 
Court of Pennsylvania, vol. 62, page 491, 
answers 
this 
argument. 
It 
says: 
“ Legislation either to benefit or burden 
particular classes under the idea that it 
is for th e good of the State at large in­ 
fringes upon the natural and guaranteed 
right of acquiring, possessing and pro­ 
tecting property, subject to fair and equal 
contributions to the just and necessary 
expenses of the Government in the exer­ 
cise of its proper and legitim ate func­ 
tions. 
A government which assum es the 
office of controlling and directing the 
lawful industry of the citizens into chan­ 
nels w hich it m av choose to deem best, 


assum es w hat does not ligitim ately be­ 
long to it. Some States in m odern tim es, 
in undertaking to find w ork for th e 
people, have discovered th a t it w as a 
sure w ay to m ake work for th em selv es.” 
The niany decisions of th e courts u|w n 
the questions involved in th is cam paign 
are in perfect harm ony w ith th e policy 
for which the party of Jefferson contends. 
W here is th e decisiou of any A m erican 
Court w hich upholds th e principle of pro­ 
tection? 
Í 
h ave quoted from these 
opinions to show th e conclusions w hich 
had been reached by th e h ig h est tri­ 
bunals in the lan d , w hen th e investiga­ 
tion of th e question was in nowise in ­ 
fluenced by party prejudice. 
T he posi­ 
tion w hich th e R epublican p arty is forced 
to 
occupy 
is 
w ithout 
a 
preceden* 
in th e 
history of A m erican politics. 
The logic of th e ir a rg u m en t m ust force 
them beyond the exercise of th e protec­ 
tive principle as applied to th e prohibit­ 
ing of im ports w hich now com pete w ith 
domestic articles. 
If th e protective p rin ­ 
ciple exists un d er th e constitution w ith­ 
out regard to revenue, it m ay be sep ar­ 
ately an d independently exercised. 
If, 
theu, th e tariff law s should be repealed, 
the power of protection w ould rem ain in 
its integrity. 
If th is be tru e, th e p rin ­ 
ciple w ould dem and that each and every 
dom estic en terp rise and in d u stry should 
be protected ag ain st foreign com petition. 
In the event th a t th e people should pre­ 
fer the system of protection, by th e elec­ 
tion of H arrison, th e benefits m u st be 
consistently conferred upon every in d u s­ 
try which claim s th e privilege. 
Such a 
policy would resu lt in th e change of tho 
m ethods and principles of our govern­ 
m ent. 
The A m erican people will n ever assen t 
to such a radical change in th e financial 
policy of the G overnm ent. T h e advocacy 
of such a policy by th e R epublican party 
suggests th e im propriety of restoring it 
to power. 
In tim es past th e leaders of 
tho R epublican party indignantly rep u d ­ 
iated ib e financial policy for w hich it 
now contends, w hile th e 
Dem ocratic 
parly is m aking a heroic effort to re­ 
deem its prom ise to redeem th e tariff' 
legislation. 
T he attitu d e of th e R epub­ 
lican party to-day on th e tariff question 
furnishes conclusive 
evidence of 
its 
duplicity in 18.S4. 
It h a s forfeited every 
right to the confidence of th e people. 
In 
its irrational opposition to every m eas­ 
ure advocated by th e D em ocratic party, 
it is forced to assum e a position beyond 
the lim its of th e constitution. 
A t no 
tim e 
in 
its 
eventful 
history 
hxs 
it dared to advocate a protective tariff’. 
It h as never been suggested by anybody 
th at th e w ar tariff of 1861 was an y o th er 
than a tem porary m easure for th e p u r­ 
pose of raising sufficient revenue to de­ 
fray th e expenses of th e civil w ar. 
Its 
advocates did not hesitate to prom ise 
th at it should be prom ptly reduced and 
m odified w hen peace 
and tranquility 
should be restored. 
Indeed, no political 
party lias ev er h ad the audacity to de­ 
clare th a t p ro ttclio n should becom o th e 
settled financial policy of th e G overn­ 
m ent. 
It was reserved to th e s tatesm an ­ 
sh ip of th e R epublican party of 1888 to 
discover the occult m erits of a pro h ib it­ 
ory protective policy. 
T h ere w as a tim e 
in th e recent past w hen R epublican 
statesm en c id n o t appreciate th e excel­ 
lencies of th e protective system . 
Its 
beauty aDd san ctity w ere n o t revealed 
until th e D em ocratic party began to 
assault it. 
In proof of th is ch arg e I 
present th e testim ony on ly of R epub­ 
licans. 
S enator Jo h n S h erm an , in 1807, 
s a id : 
E very law im posing a du ty on im ­ 
ported goods is necessarily a restra in t on 
trade. 
I t im poses a bu rd en upon the 
purchaee and sale of im ported goods and 
ten d s to p rev en t th eir im p o rtatio n . 
The 
expression “ a free-trade ta riff” involves 
an absurdity. 
Again he s a y s : 
E v ery duty o n im ported m erch an d ise 
gives to th e dom estic m an u factu rer an 
advantage equal to th e duty. 
Again he s a id : 
If you converse w ith in tellig en t m en 
engaged in th e business of m an u factu r­ 
ing th ey will tell you th a t th ey are will­ 
ing to com pete w ith E n g lan d , F rance, 
G erm any and all th e countries of E urope 
at th e old rates of duty. 
If you reduce 
th eir products to a specie basis, an d put 
th em on th e sam e footing th ey w ere on 
before th e w ar, th e p resen t rate s of duty 
would be too high. 
I t w ould n ot be nec­ 
essary for scarce any b ran ch of industry 
to be protected to th e e x te n t of your 
p resent tariff law . 
T hey do n ot ask pro­ 
tection against th e pauper labor of E u ­ 
rope, b u t th ey ask protection ag ain st the 
creation of y o u r own law s. 
H e said, in a speech d elivered on th e 
15th of M arch, 1872: 
I t m ust be rem em bered th a t th e pres­ 
ent duties, tak en together, are far in ex­ 
cess of w h at th ey w ere before th e w ar, 
an d th a t they have b een th ree tim es 
largely increased since th e passage the 
M orrill tariff a ct of 1861. 
T h e public m ind is not y et p rep ared to 
apply th e key to a genuine reform . 
A 
few years of fu rth er experience w ill con­ 
vince th e w hole body of o ur people th at 
a system of national taxes w hich rests 
the w hole bu rd en of tax atio ñ on con­ 
sum ption an d not one cen t on property 
or incom e is intrinsically unjust. 
T he second w itness is P resid en t G rant, 
w ho s a id : 
In read ju stin g th e tariff, I suggest 
th a t a careful estim ate be m ade of the 
am ount of surplus revenue, a n d th a t the 
surplus be reduced in such a m an n er as 
to afford th e g reatest relief to th e great­ 
est n u m b er.” — [U . S. G ra n t’s T h ird A n­ 
nual Message. 
"M an y duties now collected

D uties should be b o light that our 
manufacturers can fairly com pete with 
the foreign product, but not so high as 
to enable them to drive out the foreign 
article, enjoy a m onopoly of the trade 
and regulate the price as they please. 
This is m y doctrine of protection. 
If 
Congress pursues this line of 
policy 
6teadily, w e shall year by year approach 
more nearly to the basis of free trade.”

“ The signs are unm istakable that a 
strong reaction is setting in against the 
prevailing (tariff) rates, and be is not a 
wise legislator who shuts h is eyes to the 
facts of the situation. 
H e is not a faith­ 
ful representative who m erely votes for

Our esteemed fellow citizen, Col. 
Isaac R. Dunkelberger, who recently re­ 
turned from the East, has discovered 
that Cleveland will lo9e the Empiie State 
unlesa New York City and Brooklyn give 
him a majority of 80,000. Well, there is 
no difficulty about that. With a united 
Democracy and two such yoke fellows as 
Cleveland and Hill we can afford to 
make it ninety thousand just to please 
the gAllant Colonel and round things out 
smoothly. ________________ 


O u r Republican friends seem to have 
had a pretty good turnout in San Fran 
cisco Saturday night, a9 was to have 
been expected. There are a great many 
partisans of Gen. Harrison in that ci'y 
notwithstanding his pro-Chinese record. 
Then there are a host of idle people in 
the Golden Gate,made idle by Harrison’s 
Mongolian proteges, who are willing to 
walk in a procession for an hour or so to 
turn a nimble dollar. 
A dollar and a 
half and a free ride doubtless helped to 
fill the wagons which were supposed to 
represent the several trades. Proces­ 
sions, while a bright and inspiriting 
feature of political demonstrations, are 
by no means conclusive of elections. 
The people of San Francisco, like those 
of Los Angeles, especially the working 
people, know their true interests and 
w ill show that they do at the polls. 


A f te r our own the registration of San 
Diego county shows the largest increase 
over that of 1890. The San Joaquin 
valley, however, is not far behind. The 
voting population of Fresno and Tulare 
counties has doubled, while Kern has 
also increased largely. The increase in 
the latter would have been much greater 
if it were not for the fact that the best 
land in the county is still held in a few' 
hands, thos impeding settlement in 
the full measure which the attractions 
of that favored section warrant. The in­ 
creased vote in the coast counties is also 
considerable. It wonld not be surpris­ 
ing if this year seventy-five thousand 
votes should be polled .in the Sixth Con­ 
gressional District of California, or a vote 
as large as three ordinary districts. In 
other words, the vote of the region known 
as Southern California will be five times 
that of the State of Nevada, which has 
one member of the House of Representa­ 
tives and two members of the Senate of 
the United States. 


Let Us Get to W ork. 
About six weeks intervene between 
now and the election which is to give us 
a President, a new House of Representa­ 
tives of the United States, half the Sen­ 
ate and the whole Assembly of Califor­ 
nia, a Chief Justice and Associate Justice 
of the Snpreme Court of this State and 
county officers. A great variety of ap­ 
peals to the voter lies in this recapitula­ 
tion. These considerations ought to 
impel the citizen to get himself regis­ 
tered and the Democratic Slate and 
County Committees to vigorous action. 
The H e r a ld expects great things from 
both of these bodies. Our own Commit­ 
tee has done good work, but it will 
doubtless redouble its efforts now that 
the OJd Fellow festivities are out of the 
way. Its Chairman, Mr. Eugene Ger­ 
main, having surpassed himself iu 
enacting 
the 
role 
of 
ho3t to 
our visitors, will now have leisure 
to employ his organizing talents in even 
faller measure to making the Democratic 
campaign in Los Angeles energetic and 
unflagging. A great deal of good, 
thorough but undemonstrative work has 
been done in the country districts. The 
time has now arrived for a grand con­ 
ceited movement against the enemy’s 
lines. It was somewhat unfortunate that 
when Mr. Follett spoke here his audience 
was not se large as it should have been. 
He made one of the most luminous, 
forcible and convincing orations that has 
been delivered in California for many a 
long day. He handled the issnes of the 
campaigú in a masterly way, and he 
should have had an audience many 
times as large as that which he delight­ 
ed. The comparative paucity of the 
attendance was not owing to in­ 
difference upon tho part of the Demo­ 
cratic masses but to the absence of proper 
concert of action. The Democratic clubs 
of Los Angsles are numerous and enthu- 
tiastic. Their membership is large be­ 
yond precedent. On the arrival of dis­ 
tinguished speakers from abroad they 
ought to turn out generally, receive and 
escort the visitors and contribute to 
swell the throngs that listen to the ex­ 
positions of sound Democratic doctrine. 
We earnestly suggest to the Democratic 
State Central Committee that Los An­ 
geles and Southern California generally 
are first class missionary fields. Grady 
and other famous orators can probably 
do more good here than in any other por­ 
tion of the State. They ought to be sent 
here, and at once. 


As it is generally conceded that the 
present election will turn on the tariff it 
is well that every detail of the matter 
should be understood by the voter. The 
following, from a New York exchange, is 
highly pertinent in this connection: 
When a Republican Protectionist tells 
you that reducing the taxes is going to 
ruin you don’t be fool enough to take his 
word lor it. Make him prove it. Ask 
him a few questions. 
Ask him, for instance, if it isn’t true 
that the tariff as it now stands makes 
you pay a tine averaging 47 centB one very 
dollar’s worth of things that you or your 
family eat or wear or use, if those things 
happen to be some of the 4,000 things in 
the Republican tariff list. 
Ask him if it isn’t true that for some 
of the things workingmen have to use 
you pay an outrageous fine of all the 
way from 50 cents to $1.94 for every 
dollar’s worth you have to buy. He may

Cut this little table out and paste it in 
your every-day hat. and cut out another 
copy of it for your high protectionist 
Republican friend, and remind him that 
that’s only a specimen of what the tariff 
does for the workingmen. 
Ask him 
what good a high tariff is to you, any­ 
how. except to increase your cost of liv­ 
ing? Ask him upon whom the taxes fall 
the heavier? Is it the rich manufacturer 
who is howling for Harrison and Protec­ 
tion, or is it the men who do the sweat­ 
ing, and who are going to do the bulk of 
voting next November. 


Those who believe in the overwhelm­ 
ing popularity of County Clerk Duns- 
moor will have their faith rudely dis­ 
pelled at the polls this Fall. There are 
a good many Republicans who do not 
think that a County Clerk ought to use 
his official position to disfranchise bis 
fellow citizens, and all Democrats think 
that way. They will take advantage of 
the coming election to rebuke this gentle­ 
man. Mr. H. S. Parcels, Mr. Duns- 
moore’s Democratic competitor, is as 
popular as he is able. He will poll far 
more than his party vote, and he will 
have a beneficial effect upon the politics 
of Los Angeles county by showing that 
the people are not in favor of professional 
placemen. Mr. DunBmoor lias no pre­ 
scription upon the office of County Clerk. 
The one hundred and ninety-four Demo­ 
crats whom he disfranchised in 1886 will 
probably take a hand in restoring him to 
private life. 
• 
Much ado is sought to be made in Re­ 
publican circles over the alleged fact that 
Colonel Brice has been replaced as 
Chairman of the Executive Committee 
of the Democratic National Committee 
by Senator Gorman. Doubtless Mr. 
Gorman has yielded to repeated solicita­ 
tions to accept this trust. It was offered 
to him at St. Ixiuis, and the multiplicity 
of his then engagements led him to de­ 
cline it. The Republicans are welcome 
to all the consolation they can derive 
from the fact that the Maryland Sen­ 
ator’s masterly abilities have been 
enlisted in the current campaign. He is 
4 host in himself, and is not surpassed as 
an organizer by any man in the United 
States. In Gorman, Dudley and Quay, 
tricksteas both, will find a man of genius 
and affairs with whom they cannot hope 
to cope. 


The prospects for a brisk Fall, Winter 
and Spring business are exceedingly 
bright. Though there is not the real 
estate excitement which prevailed here 
last year at this time, the realty market 
is healthy and shows signs of shortly be­ 
coming quite active. Improvements of 
both a public and private character are 
going on on a scale never heretofore 
chronicled in Los Angeles city or county. 
All the trades are prosperous, and gen­ 
eral business is fairly good. From all 
accounts the immigration to Los An­ 
geles, Southern California and indeed to 
the whole State will be largar than ever 
known. Mr. T. II. Goodman, tho Gen­ 
eral Passenger Agent of the Southern 
Pacific, who has just returned from the 
G. A. R. Encampment at Columbus, 
is authority for this statement, and it is 
confirmed by all the railway officials and 
excursion agents. To an unusual 
degree the immigration this year 
will be one of settlement, thou­ 
sands of persons returning to live in 
oar midst who have been here before. 
Everything favors the investor, property 
having touched a point where values are 
certain to increase largely, instead of 
diminishing, a result the newcomer had 
just reason to fear a year ago. There 
are great tracts of splendid lauds all 
through Los Angeles county and South­ 
ern California which will suit all purses. 
A great movement of settlement may be 
looked for on the San Joaquin ranch and 
other fine properties, which will shortly 
be subdivided and placed upon the mar­ 
ket. Railway extensions are noted on 
all hands throughout the length and 
breadth of this end of the State, and, the 
Presidential election once out of the way, 
a marked era of prosperity is sure to set 
in. A pleasing feature of the prospect is 
that the whole of California is in 
splendid plight with an outlook which 
ItAS never been brighter. 


The Chief of Police muddle comes up 
in the Council to-day. The whole agita 
tion of this matter has 1 nen unfortunate 
and obstructive to the public business. 
This, however, is unavoidable when it ii 
sought to cashier and disgrace a publii 
official without trial and without any 
reasonable cause. The enemies of the 
Chief should either fish or cut bait. If 
they have any real suhstance to their 
crusade they ought to put the Chief upon 
trial and develop it. If they have not, 
they ought to drop their causeless perse­ 
cution and allow the public business to 
go on. Thus far the sentiment of the 
community is decidedly on the side of 
the accused, and it is so because no 
charges worthy of the name have been 
brought forward and sustained by a 
scintilla of evidence. 
TALKS ON THE TARIFF. 


S h o u l d n ' t T h e s e F u e l* A p p e a l 
t o 
E v e n t h e D u l l e s t W o r k i n g m a n ? 
One of the most highly favored cor­ 
porations in the country is the Waltham 
Watch Company, says the Philadelphia 
Record. That company is doubly pro­ 
tected by the laws, first by the Govern­ 
ment patents upon unequaled machinery, 
which enables it to undersell the "pauper 
labor’’ of European watchmakers in their 
own markets ; second, it has a protective 
duty of 25 per cent., by which the Wal­ 
tham Company is able to charge American 
buyers a higher price than Europeans 
pay for the same watch. It is evident 
enough that an industry which is thus 
absolutely fortified both at home and 
abroad can have no need of protection, 
It is able to compete successfully with 
the pauper labor of Europe at its own 
door. While insisting upon higher duties 
on watches, the Waltham Company per­ 
suaded Congress ten years ago to reduce 
the duties on watch jewels from 20 to 10 
per cent. The patriotic object of de­ 
manding higher duiies on watches and 
lower duties on materials was to enable 
the company, as its representatives pro­ 
tested before the Tariff Commission in 
'882, to raise the wages of the working­ 
men.Yet the Ford Investigation Committee 
has unearthed the fact that the compa­ 
ny’s patriotism did not prevent it from 
importing an English engraver under 
contract because be could be bad on bet­ 
ter terms than American engravers. So 
it is everywhere. The Barbour flaxmill 
owners, in Paterson, N. J., import Irish 
girls in order to dispense with American 
labor, and their Superintendent puts un­ 
der the noses of the employees for signa­ 
ture a remonstrance against a redaction 
of the tariff for fear of reducing the wages 
of American workingmen! Mr. Claude 
Uliaffanjon, the silk manufacturer of 
Jersey City, imports weavers from 
France, ami subscribes to the Repub­ 
lican campaign fund in order to protect 
American industry from the "pauper 
labor” of Europe. The author of "Tri­ 
umphant Democracy,” Mr. Blaine’s 
friend, Carnegie, gathers $1.500,000 a 
year from Government bounties on Bes­ 
semer steel and structural iron, and fills 
his mills with the raw material of cheap 
muscle in abundant supply from the 
plains of Bohemia. E. II. Ammidown 
writes articles to The North American 
Review expressing his profound sym­ 
pathy with the cause of American labor 
and his fear lest the Mills bill should re­ 
duce wages, but he supplants American 
workingmen in his woolen factory with 
fresh importations of cheap Hungarians 
in the Castle Garden muscle market. 
And yet American workingmen are 
asked to believe that these men are pro­ 
tectors of American labor.—[News.

M emphis, Tenn., September 23.—The 
city has been quiet to-day. Confidence 
is restored and the feeling of uneasiness, 
which amounted almost to a panic on 
Friday, has given way to a more rational 
view of the situation. The quarantine 
regulations of Memphis have caused a 
suspension of travel, and the result is 
shown in the few arrivals at the hotels. 
Business is virtually at a standstill 
throughout this section of the country. 
The quarantine is working great hard­ 
ships on many of the citizens who are 
absent form the city and cannot return.

In reply to President Hadden’s mes­ 
sage, calling for the State militia, Gov­ 
ernor Taylor says: "I am powerless to 
comply, having no authority of law to 
call out the militia for such purposes and 
without a dollar of appropriation with 
which to pay them. If the militia see 
proper to volunteer for such a purpose, I 
will not forbid it.” 
A QLOOMY DAY AT DECATUR. 
N ash v ille , September 23.—A special 
to the American from Decatur, Ala., 
says: To-day has been the gloomiest 
Sunday in Decatur’s history, the sun 
even refusing its cheerful light. There 
are hardly more than 150 people in town 
and two-thirds of these are colored. 
Special trains with about fifty refugees 
left about midnight last night. 
There 
were but twocases and no deaths to-day. 
One of to-day’s cases is Dr. W. C. Buck­ 
ley, one of the best physicians in De­ 
catur. The total cases are seventeen;

No other case has 
developed here. 
A HOPEFUL FEELING AT JACKSONVILLE. 
Jack so n v ille, September 23 —The re­ 
ports of the Board of Health to-day ag­ 
gregated 133 new cases and 10 deaths. 
Among the new cases are two of the 
visiting physicians. 
A more hopeful 
feeling exists.

have tried to show th at England lias 
suffered as the result of the adoption of 
free trade; and because England has 
suffered from free trade, the American 
people m ust not get rid of their Treasury 
surplus by reducing their tariff to 42 per 
cent. 
The prem ise is as false as the 
conclusion is foolish. The prosperity of 
England and her people since the adop­ 
tion of free trade is one of the marvels of 
her history. 
It was in 1S40 that the agi 
tation which finally ended in the over­ 
throw of protection in England was 
actively begun. 
That year was one 
of the most prosperous that England 
had nnder the protection system. A 
comparison of the condition of the coun­ 
try in that year with its condition in 
1878 is instructive as to how England 
suffered under free trade. 
From 1840 to 1878 the population of 
the U nited Kingdom increased some­ 
thing near twenty-eight per cent. The 
increase of wealth was much more rapid. 
In 1841 the savings banks contained 
£24,475,000 of deposits. 
In 1878 they 
contained £75.907,000 of deposits. The 
total capital of the people in 1843 is esti­ 
m ated at £3,800,000,090. The total cap­ 
ital in 1875 was £8,500,000,000. 
The 
national wealth more than doubled itself 
while 
the population increased 
only 
a 
little 
more 
than 
one fouth. 
The 
tonnage 
of 
the 
registered 
vessels 
of 
the 
United 
Kingdom 
in 1849, the year of the repeal of the 
protective navigation laws, was 9,096,000 
tons. 
In 1879 it was 6,236,000. The 
English protectionists, at the time of the 
repeal of the protective laws, had pre­ 
dicted that English ships would be 
driven from the seas! 
Now as to the laboring class in Eng­ 
land. That their wages have risen dur­ 
ing the free trade period is, I believe, 
conceded by all men who have informed 
themselves on the subject. 
But did we 
not know this already it would be evi­ 
dent from the 
increase of deposits 
in 
the 
savings 
banks 
and 
from 
certain other 
tacts. 
Although the 
population 
of 
England 
and Wales 
considerably increased between the years 
1849 and 187&,tbe num ber of able-bodied 
adult paupers who received relief in 
those parts of the kingdom on a given 
day was 201,644 in the former year, and 
only 97,927 on the corresponding day in 
the latter. 
The year 1849 is taken be­ 
cause it is the first one in which the rec­ 
ord of paupers receiving aid in any one 
day is given. 
The convictions for crime 
in the United Kingdom in 1840 were 
34,030 out of 26,487,000 people. The 
convictions in 1878 were 17,038 out of 
33.799.000 
people. 
Finally, as 
still 
further indicative of the increased pros­ 
perity and comfort of the working people, 
it has been shown that the annual con­ 
sumption of sugar per head in the United 
Kingdom was 15 20 pounds in 1840 and 
48.56 in 1879; of tea, 1.22 pounds in 1840 
and 4 66 in 1878; of rice, .90 pounds in 
1840 and 7.50 in 1878; of currants and 
raisins, 1.49 pounds in 1840 and 4.49 in 
1878. 
This progress has been made not in a 
new country with vast tracts of free and 
fertile land and with other great natural 
resources scarcfely touched. It was made 
in an old country, not as large as the 
State of California and where the pres­ 
sure of population and large landed 
estates have for centuries weighed the 
people down. 
The condition of England 
now as compared with her condition 
under protection is a subject our 47 per 
cent, tariff friends should let alone. The 
statistics of it are loaded.

Acute Bronchitis. 


This is an inflam m ation of th e M ucons Mem­ 
brane lin in g the B ronchial Tubes, and is one of 
th e m ost com m on of all th e pulm onary dis­ 
eases.

California is certainly the paradise of 
the fruit grower. 
A fortune can be 
made in ten years from a fruit ranch cf 
eighty acres,or even of forty acres,m o stly 
by anybody blessed with that amount of 
good land. • Now I will demonstrate how 
an enterprising m an, with a very limited 
capital, can also make himBelf and fa m ily 
very comfortable and even rich with ten 
acres of bottom land,if planted in French 
Prunes, or Petite Prunes d’Orgen, which 
is the same thing. 
The trees must be grafted or budded 
on plum stock, and be one or two years 
old—I prefer one year old trees. 
They 
m ust be planted about twenty-one feet 
apart, so it will take 100 trees per acre. 
Good treeB ought to be had for twentv 
cents apiece, or by the thousand for fif­ 
teen cents. The holes must be dng from 
two to three feet square, according to the 
quality of the soil. 
The fonrth season after planting, and 
even the third if your trees have been 
well taken care of, you will obtain alxiut 
ten pounds of prunes to each tree,enough 
to initiate youreelf to the drying business. 
The fifth vear you will get about sixty 
pounds to’each tree. The sixth year one 
hundred and twenty pounds or moie to 
the tree. After that your trees are in fall 
bearing, producing according to location 
and care, from one hundred and fifty to 
three hundred pennds to the tree. 
The only trouble now is the drying of 
the prunes in a satisfactory manner, 
w ithout spending thousands of dollars in 
building driers. 
Driers are a necessity 
in Oregon, or any other wet country, but 
here in California we can dry French 
prunes to perfection 
without driers; 
sometimes in one week, and more gen­ 
erally in two weeks, in following the fol­ 
lowing instructions: 
Do not pick the prunes by hand, as 
thov do not all ripen at the same time, 
but* in about three weeks. 
Begin to 
shake the trees towards the twentieth of 
August, then every week after, and on 
the fourth time pick them clean. 
Now for drying. The only apparatus 
is an iron kettle holding from twenty- 
five to fifty gallons of water. To each 
twenty gallons of water add one pound 
of the best concentrated lie; have the 
w ater boiling, then take a wire basket of 
some kind, the home-made one will do 
best, put t wenty pounds of green prunes 
in your basket, dip them in the boiling 
kettle, let them remain in there about 
one m inute, till you perceive that the 
skin of your prunes are cracked all over, 
then take them out and lay them on a 
tray, and in one week or ten days, ac­ 
cording to th e heat of the sun, your 
prunes will be dried enough to put them 
loose in any kind of boxes holding fifty 
or seventy-five pounds. 
The trays can 
be made very cheaply (about ten cents 
each) with four sawed redwood shakes 
three feet long nailed on a very primitive 
fram e, by anybody who ever used a saw 
and ham m er. 
,,

Now, when your prunes are all dried, 
and yon w ant to give them the finishing 
gloss for the m arket, do as follows: Fill 
the kettle again with water, but this time 
no lye is wanted, and when the water is 
boiling steep your prunes in it with your 
wire basket for about a minute, till every 
prune is m ade quite hot, then expose 
them to Die sun for that day, and the 
next morning you can pack them in 
boxes or sacks, as you prefer. This latf
